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Government Is Voted Down 
In Throne Speech Debate 



The address in reply to the Speech from the Throne 
was rejected by a vote of 26 to 20 at the end of a long and 
confused Model Parliament Tuesday evening. 

The Speaker of the House, Mr. Justice Paul-Emile Coté, 
judge of the Quebec Superior Court, declaring this a motion 
of non-confidence, suggested that the government, formed 
by the Progressive Conservative Club, resign after consulta- 
tion with the Governor General. 



THRONE SPEECH 
The various sections of the 
Thro no Speech proposed: that 
Canada propose the admission of 
Spain Into the United Nations 
and study the possibility ol ad- 
mitting her to NATO; that Ca- 
nada form a commonwealth com- 
mission to Investigate) the Korean 
problem and report lta findings 
to the UN; and that Canada 
adopt a firm policy with rogard 
to pressure groupB In the US gov- 
ernment and US textile Industry. 
' Tho first two sections were ro- 
Joctod by the members of tho 
parliament by a vote of 24 to 15 
and 32 to 13, respectively. The 
tbjrd section, dealing with the. 
US pressura groups, was passed 
unanimously. 

DINSDALE 
Mr. Walter Dlnsdalo, Progres- 
sive Conservative MP for Bran* 
don-Sourls, and guest speaker for 
the government, hud little to say 
on the program of legislation as 
outlined in the Speech from the 
Thome. 

Commenting on tlio propo- 
sals on Spain, Mr. Dlnsdalo ex* 
pressed (lie opinion (hat this 
was, perhaps uno of tho less 
important problems of Cuna» 
dlnn foreign policy. Ho nlso 
mentioned Hint fill parties In 
tho House of Commons were In 
substantial agreement on ques- 
tions of foreign policy, al- 
though tho election of any 
members rcprcsetlng the Ml* 
would undoubtedly change this. 

PROCEDURE 
Mr. Dlnsdalo nlso noted that 
one of the valuable things to be 
learned in such Model Parlia- 
ments Is the basic procedure used 
in the House, saylug that he felt 
that a knowledge of the intrica- 
cies of proceduro was often more 
important than a detailed know- 
ledge of the subject under dis- 
cussion. 

SPAIN 

Roy Heenan, first speaker for 
the government, said "... that 
Spain Is the only country capable 
of stopping Communism in the 
west." Ho said that Spalu Is al- 
ready working in cooperation 
with many countries In SHAPE, 
nnd that there is no reason why 
it could not also do this In NA- 
TO. He also stated that Spain at 
present fulfills all tho require- 
ments for membership ia the 
U.N. 

PRIME MINISTER 
Pnt Keenan, primo minister, 
said thnt in tho Gouzcnko mnt- 
ter, Canada acted ns "nothing 
more than a 40tli state," and 
stressed that any such future 
incident would bo handled with 
decision nnd finality. He said 
that foreign interests, especial- 
ly American, were being ser- 
ved "to the hilt by tho loop- 
holes in tho Canadian tariff 
act." 

LPP 

The speaker for the official op- 
position, the LPP Club, said that 
"reactionary militarists" are the 
people which tho government 
wishes to chooso - as allies In 
NATO. In connection with the 
commonwealth commission, he 
said that the LPP disapproves of 
the Korean war, and that tho 



situation has not been changed 
by It. 

COP 

Gerald Rubin, speaking for tho 
CCF Club, said that Spain should 
only Ifo admitted to NATO In tho 
cdso of dire emergency. In speak- 
ing of tho commission, ho ment- 
ioned that there has already been 
a commonwealth commission, un- 
der tho leadership for Lord Alex- 
ander. In addition, Rubin said 
that the commission which tho 
government proposed would not 
havo a free hand but would be 
going to get a report the con- 
clusions of which have already 
been drawn, 

LIBERALS 
Gerry Charness, Liberal Club 
speaker, said thnt tho Speech 
from the Throno was "Ill-advis- 
ed, nebulous and unclear", 
and thnt tho government had 
expressed nothing hut the 
"pion» hope" thnt It would be 
able to do better thnn tho Lib- 
erals. Mo said that the Liberals 
could see nothing advantageous 
In admitting Spnln to the UN, 
but Hint there would lie noth- 
ing wrong with studying the 
possibilities of admitting her 
to NATO. 

In speaking of the common- 
wealth commission, Charness said 
that Cnnada cannot call a com- 
mission — It can only ask tho other 
nations to Join it In a commission. 
Ho said thnt it was not a pressure 
group, but US government offic- 
ials who asked to talk to Gou- 
zenko. In nddltlon, ho added thnt 
Gouzenko Is a Canadian citizen 
and Is free to tnlk to whomsoever 
ho wishes. In discussing the tox- 
tllo section of the Throno speech, 
Charness fiald thnt he didn't know 
Just what the government wanted 



I World Events 

Paris — An "Improved atmos 
phere" In Franco's exchanges 
with Spain over reported Span- 
ish Moroccan plans "threatening 
tho unity of Morrocco" was re- 
ported tonight by a French For- 
eign Ministry spokesman. 

Ottawa — An official Federal 
Government report released here 
today admits thnt "during tho 
last few months the expansionary 
trend in output and employment 
in the Canadian economy has 
lost some of its momentum.." 

Quebec — - Tho Quebec Govern- 
ment today tabled estimates In

Model 
Parliament 
Commentary

Starting with tho Prlmo Minis- 
ter's attempt to move a voto of 
no confidence in his own govern- 
ment, confusion was the keynote 
of Tuesday's Modol Parliament. 

Not only, as the guest speaker 
tactfully suggested, was there 
some confusion among tho mem- 
bers of each group as to their 
party's policies, but the proco- 
duro, tho speakers and their Ideas 
were often muddled. 

Part of the trouble could bo 
attributed to tho "innovation" of 
having a Speech from the Throno 
instead of the UBual bill. Tho idea 
was not fully worked out, party 
leaders seemed to be unawaro of 
the correct procoduro, and pre- 
paration cn all sides seems to 
havo been insufficient. 

The upshot was tho defeat of 
a formal expression of thanks In 
roply to the Speech from tho 
•Throne. Tho voto was divided into 
three sections (rather an odd way 
of voting on an expression of 
thanks) and the unanimous ap- 
proval of tho third section was a 
result of confusion among the 
Liberals, who after a few ten- 
tative attempts at voting stuck 
solidly to their Beats.

The proccedure wouldn't have 
been so Important, had the ses- 
sion had anything el«n to recom- 
mend It. Speakcra were undpMdnd 
whether to treat the serious to- 
pics seriously or not, and some 
compromised by saying-nothing at 
all on tho subject. A passionate 
but Irrelevant account of Canada's 
History was the contribution of 
one of the government speakers 
to the debate. 

In a session marked by little 
wit and less wisdom, It was some- 
times regretted that tho Prime 
Minister's original motion of non- 
confidence was not voted on Im- 
mediately.

Mr. Vie- 
reck delivered tho Phi Beta Kap- 
pa poem at his Alma Mater, Har- 
vard Unlvoralty, In 1952 and last 
year he appeared at the Library 
of Congress in Washington in a 
literary' series and delivered a 
series of lectures nt Oxford Uni- 
versity. 

Mr. Viereck is not only fam- 
ous for his poetry. Ho has writ- 
ton Boveral books Including "Con- 
servatism Revisited" and his 
most recent "Tho Shamo and tho 
Glory" of the Intellectuals." This 
last book has created quite n stir 
In certain circles and Mr. Will 
Herbage, who has recently ap- 
pcarcd at McGill, said of It, "To 
do Justice to this book one would 
have to reprint it ontlro."

CHANGE OF COURSE 

The change of course period for the second farm will exiond from 
January Nth to January 23rd. During ihii period, students in the Fa- 
cully of Artt and Seieneo may chango ilieir rogiliration in leeond term 
courus ONLY, to that they may drop a SECOND TERM course, for 
which they registered originally, and replace it by another approved 
SECOND TERM COURSE. 

In order lo be properly registered, the student must effect this change 
by completing the official "Change of Course Form" available In the 
Assistant Dean't Office. These forms (three in number) must be com- 
pleted and turned in by the student who should call back within three 
days to receive his copy, which will be signed if the change is ap- 
proved. Merely turning in the forms does NOT constitute authority for 
the change, and it is the student's responsibility to ascertain that tho 
change has been approved. 

Positively no changes will be considered after this deadline date 
of January 23rd.

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A Question of Definition 



We (loubl that many will dispute the 
main principle behind the recent amend- 
ments to the Quebec Freedom of Worship 
Act. Irresponsible attacks against religious 
groups arc generally recognized as abuses 
of the right of freedom of speech, as are 
libel, slander, sedition or obscenity. 

Such limitations on the freedom of 
speech, however, must be drafted and ad- 
ministered with great care, for they deal 
with the legally indefinable. The act pro- 
scribes "abusive or insulting attacks" 
ajgainst religious groups or beliefs or their 
members and adherents. Nowhere is there 
airy attempt to limit or define the terms 
"abusive" or "insulting." 

Obviously the legislature has left such 
definition to other authorities, and their 
power will be extensive. This is perhaps un- 
fortunate as the subject of the law involves 
powerful emotions and prejudices. Judg- 
ment on whether or not certain material is 



"abusive or insulting" to a religion is all 
too .apt to be influenced by the religious be- 
liefs of the judge. 

Some of the enforcement machinery of 
the new law may also be ill-advised: Seizu- 
re of suspect literature, for instance, is 
authorized without a warrent. Injunctions 
to prevent or halt infringements of this Act 
may be granted without a writ of sum- 
mons, which means that thosc > against 
whom the injunction has been taken out 
cannot appear to defend themselves and 
show cause why such an injunction should 
not be issued. 

Both these provisions are irregular and 
there seems to be little justification for 
their inclusion in the Act. We doubt, how- 
ever, that there will be much objection, 
although any there is will be vigorous. The 
group against whom these changes arc 
specifically designed is not a popular one 
in tirés: Province.

The Paradoxical Generation 



We've been called. Hip situnt generation, or 
tfie waiting generation. Wo n; neither. Wo'ro tlio 
effete, the Indifferent generation. We're tin: gene- 
ration of Binnll men, small hopes, small achieve- 
ments. We're not even disillusioned; we've never 
had any illusions. If we're silent it is because wo 
have nothing to say. Hut we're also a very »ad 
generation. 

i^AVe're pcrhnps ns monotonous as the ago in 
which we grew up, and ours is the age of pro- 
letarian democracy. It is dull and uninteresting. 
It Is nn ngu of mass-men. It Is neither repulsive 
nor very attractive. Our freedom we take for 
granted, nnd have forgotten it's meaning. Most of 
our beliefs are negative. We don't revolt becniiso 
there Is nothing ugly enough to revolt against, 
and war. wo feel, Is too big to revolt against. 
Besides, revolt is essentially an aristocratic lux- 
ury! ami worn small men. We've grown to bo 
tolerant. Why not 7 In nn age of uniformity, why 
enforco conformity ? We find eccentricity Inter- 
esting,- or merely boring. Cone forever is tho 
"misunderstood artist." We just don't bother to 



understand or misunderstand Mm. Gone too, h 
tho "Ivory tower" intellectual. No one of us lias 
the desire or ability to isolate himself. And we're 
not arrogant enough to fancy ourselves great 
artists or great thinkers. We feel that all that 
could be snid has somehow already been Bald. 

Wc'ro the age of the commonplace, tho com 
monplnco In nrt, in religion, In love. All our 
tastes are commonplace, petit-bourgeois. We want 
security and dream of titanic adventures; we 
want polish nnd succeed only in being flashy ; 
wo want culturo but try to buy it. 

We're a dull, uninteresting, generation. And 
yet, there Is something sublime about us. We're 
small men, but we linvc seeds of greatness in us, 
.Small and laughable as we arc, we struggle end- 
lessly against a world that is almost too great 
for us. We're ndt a race of heroes, nnd yet we 
can suffer silently.

Into A Reign of Terror

As stated in former articles, around the year 1914 Russia was in the same position 
as a man sitting on a keg of lighted dynamite. 

In 1914, World War broke out, with Russia, France and England allied against Ger- 
many, Austro-IIungarian Empire, Bulgaria, and Turkey. Many more sma'll countries were 
involved, but as their role was minor they shall not be mentioned here. 

Before we discuss the war itself we must take a look at the parties involved: .Ger- 
many was at the height of her power. Ruled by the able Kaiser Wilhelm II, she also had an 
outstanding military commander, Hindenburgh. Her war machinery was among the best 
in the world and as a whole Germany was one of the most prosperous and progressive coun- 
tries. However, Russia was shaking in her system, her government and her organization. 
With a divided government, a struggling parliament, weak emperor, despotic empress and 
a people calling for 'liberation- she was in a state of complete chaos.

Troops had to forgo for 
food ns best they could. 

DISCONTENT 

Tho dissatisfaction, which nt 
tho beginning of tho war was 
dulled by enthusiasm for fighting 
reappeared with moro intensity 
than ever among both workmen 
and army. 

Tho Social Democrats gave n 
conditional support to war; but 
tho small llolshcvlk section, 
whose leader, l.cnln, was In Swit- 
zerland with his principal asso- 
ciates, desired, above all things, 
peace as a preface to a world re- 
volution. The general discontent- 
men gave them every opportuni- 
ty. Soon strikers began to be

A DF.SPOT TAKES OVBIt 
When the emperor left the 
cnpltnl, the despotic rule of 
Itnspiitin begnn. Almost Imme- 
diately scandal nftcr scandal 
revealing Ills corruption- wns 
brought to the attention of the 
public without any effert on 
Itnsputin's authority. He soon 
dismissed nil cabinet ministers, 
liberals and conservatives nlike 
sonic of whom were the devo- 
ted servants or their country 

lllld the Imperial family. 

Rnsputin's rule nffected every 
part of the administration of the 
country. He promoted an enor- 
mous government loan; he cons- 
tantly interfered with the food 
supply for the army; he dictated 
drastic orders concerning trans- 
port. Ho even dlctnted messages 
which were sent to governments 
and sovereigns of various coun- 
tries. '

political structuro was not so 
much discarded aa It slipped 
away. Tho troops wore practically 
released from tho authority of 
officers whom the Soviet did not 
trust. This wns a sad mistake. 
Bolsheviks began to organize de- 
monstrations, while views In tho 
government began to shift notice- 
ably to tho left. The Bolsheviks 
had two strong cards In their 
hands: they stood for an Immedia- 
te, separate poaco; and thoy also 
stood for Immediate selflb.ro of 
tho estates by tho peasants. 

LENIN 

Lenin was smuggled In from 
Switzerland and Trotsky camo 
from Canada. 

In July, Kcrensky pressed 
strongly by tho Allies, launch- 
en an orfenlsve on the south 
western front, which was at 
first a success. It was followed 
almost nt onco by rout nnd only 
led to n more complete demora- 
lization. Throughout tho sum- 
mer tho Bolsheviks had been 
driving the war interest out or 
tho public mind and substitut- 
ing discussion of the ideas or 
Karl Marx, who had long mndo 
a strong appeal to factory 
workers.

Wo should only realize the ter- 
rlblo shame of It, the sense of 
waste, when we consider thut 
so ninny miulo plans wero form- 
ed, so many nohlo lives lost, so 
much suffering undergone, all 
for nothing. 

So much woe sacrificed • for 
tho wake ot liberty — only to 
plungo Russia and linlr of tlio 
world Into a slavery a thousand
